Every man who believes in the logis-
Iative control of railroads will voto
against the railroad commissioner amend-
ment. It lsan ingenious dovice, invent.
od by the railrond managers, not only to
stave off legislation, but to put the con-
trol of the railroads into the hands of
throe or five moen whom thoy can enaily
manipulate, The proposed smendmont
s very cunningly constructed, It does
not state of how many members the
commlission shall consist, nor does it fix

thelr salary. At the same time
it provides a loop-hole for an
indofinite increases of wstate oflicors
and salaries, If tho amendment

is adopted, tho railroad commission in
Nebraska will prove as big a failure as it
has in every other state whore it has
beon established. Nowhere has it proved
a success, excopt in Hogland, whore it Is
clothod with judicisl powers to enforeo
its docroes, from  which there ls no ap-
poal. Lo this conntry the commisaion is
a mors tool in the hands of the railroada.
It mimply gathers such staiistics ns are
weful to tho railrouds and publishos
them in pamphlot form, It may mako
rocommendations, bhuv tho railroads pay
no attention to them unless it is to their
intereat to do wo. The commission has
no power to enforce any decision that it
miy make, and henoo it is of no oarthly
use, exoept to the railroads, which, by ita
ostablishmont, avoid leglslative action.
The railroad commussioner amondm ent
in Nebraska must be defeated,

Experience teaches that thero
is n wide ditference in tho yuality and
texture of such pavoments, ¥Vor examplo,
that on Forbes sirest, Pittsburg, softens
sud  becomes n]nrmgy under heat, while
that on Hiland Avonne is hard and un-
yiolding. Wo do not know which is best,
That which yields, if otherwise equally
good, is botior for the horses, But the
wholo subject deserves careful, honest
attention,
